The commoner skin blemishes 
are excessive oiliness, blackheads 
and pimples—sometimes all oc- 
curring on the same skin. Ex- 
cessive oOiliness is frequently the 
cause of the latter blemishes, 
and it also leads to coarse pores 
and sometimes an acne-marred 
skin. Cleanliness — scrupulous 
cleanliness — is of first impor- 
tance in the treatment of such 
a skin, and soap is your most de- 
pendable cleansing agent. 

You can use a good quick- 
melting Cleansing cream first, if 
you wish, to soften the outer 
horny layer of the skin and to 
take away the surface dirt. But 
your final cleansing raust be 
done with warm water and a 
pure soap that is. sufficiently 
strong to take away the excess 
oil on your skin. Soap has a 
slightly drying effect on the skin 
that is stimulating and will help 
the oiliness. 


In many cases the oily skin 
will benefit by a special astrin- 
gent cream that is the proper 
strength for the condition of 
your skin. One excellent cream 
of this type with its penetrating 
qualities keeps the skin soft and 
helps the glands to function 
properily without adding oil in 
any way. 

Finally, your skin needs an 
astringent lotion that will act on 
its surface and close the pore 
openings. .The best astringents 
contain very little or no alcohol, 
since alcohol is apt to be harsh 
in its aetion on most skins. 

The treatment that I heve 
outlined so briefly will also help 
in improving the blackhead con- 
dition—but for quicker results it 
is advisable to use a weekly mask 
or special cleansing-astringent 
treatment until the skin shows 
considerable improvement. Or 
you may prefer to use one of the 
blackhead preparations that I 
have told you about before. 

If it is possible for you to 
have a professional facial every 
week or twa,.then do so. The 
massage that accompanies the 
treatment will stimulate the cir- 
culation, tone the tissues and 
normalize the action of the 
glands. It would be wise to 
check up on your diet, too. 
Sometimes a diet that is too rich 
in sweets, starches and fats will 
encourage oiliness and _ blem- 
ishes. 


ANSWER TO QUERY 


Dear Miss Hunt: Will you 
tell me if henna is harmful 
to the hair? Since the last 
two weeks, my scalp itches 
and scales off and my hair 
is falling out. About a month 
ago I used a henna dye and 
I would like to know if this 
caused it. H.L. McG. 


Answer: The pure Egyptian 
henna which is made from the 
leaves of the henna plant is not 
harmful to the hair. Most com- 
mercial henna dyes, however, 
contain metallic salts which may 
cause irritation to sensitive 
skins. Shampoo your scalp fre- 
quently, and when your hair is 
partially.dry, massage your scalp 
with «a healing, soothing skin 
Tonic, ur if it is inclined to be 
dry, use a little pure olive oil. 
Avoid dyes of any kind, here- 
after.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


FISH COURSES 
AND TRIMMINGS. 


By JUDITH WILSON 
ISH is a favorite choice for 


glorified, luncheons any day 
of the week, but when it appears 
on Friday its appeal is’ twofold. 


Having the right things with 
your fish main course is another 
tuick that makes tish appreci- 
ated, and I am sure you will find 
that every item on the menus 
above will meet the test. 

Salmon Bisque 

Salmon bisque is one of those 
perfect beginnings on the first 
first menu that also may be the 
main course of the meal. Open 
a pound can of salmon and re- 
move the skin and pieces of 
bone. Simmer with one and one- 
third cups of boiling water for 
thirty minutes. Drain and beat 
the salmon with a fork until it 
is fine and creamy. Dissolve a 
pinch of soda in two cups of 
milk and heat in a double boiler. 

Blend two tablespoons of flour 
into two tablespoons of melted 
butter and to this add one can 
of tomato soup diluted with an 
equal amount of water. Stir un- 
til well blended, then add to the 
milk and the salmon in the top 
of a double boiler. Stir until 
thickened and smooth and serve 
with buttered round crackers 
that have been sprinkled with 
paprika and toasted. 

Fruit Salad and Cheese 

The sharp piquancy of the 
fruit salad is pleasing as the 
next course. Remove the sec- 
tions from two grape fruit and 
combine with one-third cup of 
chopped pecan meats and one 
cup of seeded Tokay grapes. Ar- 
range the salad on crisp cup- 
shaped lettuce leaves and add a 
cheese drecuing made as follows: 

In a deep bowl put one-half 
tablespoon vinegar, four table- 
spoons salad oil, one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, one tablespoon of 
juice drained from the grape 
fruit, one teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika and a 
generous tablespoon of finely 
chopped Roquefort cheese. Beat 
vigorously until the ingredients 
are thoroughly blended. 

Lobster Thermidor 

Lobster thermidor is one of 
those specialties that you reserve 
for occasions with a capital “O.” 
Boil three medium lobsiers and 
when cold split them through 
the middle. Remove the small 
claws and the gills. Crack the 
large claws and fill the cavities 
in the head with the meat from 
the claws. Meanwhile melt three 
tablespoons of butter, add one 
tablespoon flour and blend until 
smooth, then add one-half tea- 
spoon prepared mustard, one- 
fourth teaspoon minced onion, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper and one 
cup of cream. 

Stir until mixture is smooth, 
then pour over the split lobster 
that has been arranged in a 
baking pan. Sprinkle with grat- 
ed American cheese and bake in 
a moderate oven for ten minutes 
or until the cheese is brown. 
Serve half a lobster to a person.

The Ancient Mdivani 
Family ... France Claims 
First Woman Envoy 


HILE newspapers in many 

countries have shown con- 
siderable interest in the marital 
doings of the Brothers Mdivani, 
whose mafriages to heiresses 
and film celebrities have long 
been front page news, the prin- 
cipal newspaper of the little 
Caucasian State of Georgia, the 
quaintly-named “Dawn of the 
East, published in ‘‘iflis, has 
had very little to say about them. 
However, the name of Mdivani is 
a well-known one in Georgia. 

The ancestors of the Princes 
Mdivani were once powerful rul- 
ers of Mingrelia, a part of Geor- 
gia. Mingrelia is a small moun- 
tainous country, separated in the 
15th century from the Georgian 
kingdom and ruled by two houses 
or clans. These were the Dadia- 
nis and the Mdivanis. The Dadi- 
ani princes were rulers of the 
greater part of Mingrelia and 
the Mdivani princes over the 
smaller portion. Mingrelia was 
the last Caucasian state to lose 
its independence. having been 
annexed to Czarist Russia in 
1824, about twenty years after 
the first Georgian clans fell’ be- 
fore the power of the Russian in- 
vaders. 

Barbara Hutton may pride 
herself on the fact that her hus- 
band’s family can be traced back 
as far as the 13th century. How- 
ever, hke all titled houses in 
Georgia, the Mdivani family ex- 
panded into a large clan. Whis 
clan was a caste in itself, in 
which there were poor and rich 
Mdivanis, powerful Mdvianis and 
cthers who amounted to nothing 
at all. An old Russian proverb 
states: “If a Georgian has two 
sheep, he’s a prince.” 

After the fall of Mingrelia the 
leaders of the Mdivani family 
cStablished themselves in favor 
with the Czarist regime. Many 
of them served in celebrated 
regiments such as the Hussars 
and the Czar’s Guards and were 
always well known 1n the high- 
est socjety. But the family was 
not notably wealthy, particularly 
in the yeais before the Soviet 
revolution, and was not rated 
among the foremost or most in- 
fluential families in Georgia. 

When the Soviets took control 
many of the Mdivani descend- 
ants acclimated themselves to 
the new regime, many of them 
working in Soviet offices. One 
df them, Budu Mdivani, even be- 
Game a porminent Communist 
and when Georgia was “soviet- 
ized”” in 1921 he was a member 
and an organizer of the first 
Soviet Géorgian government. 
Later he joined the opposition 
and was banished. 

* * * 

HENEVER a= precedent is 

broken, sOme expert does a 
bit of research and tries to 
prove that nothing of the kind 
has happened and that history 
is just repeating itself. So when 
Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen became 
United States Minister to Den- 
mark and was described as the 
first woman to hold an ambas- 
sadorial post, up popped La Belle 
Fiance with a contradiction. 

Digging deep into her ar- 
chives, France disclosed that 
more than 200 years ago Mme. 
Petit, an adventurous young 
Frenchwoman, succeeded in 
getting herself officially recog- 
vized as an Ambassadress to the 
Persian Court from France. 

Aceording to history, a diplo- 
matic mission set out in 1905 
under the leadership of an M. 
Fabre, through the financial aid 
of Mme. Petit. She decided to 
accompany the mision to Persia, 
even though it meant breaking 
convention and scattering it to 
the four winds. 

The journey was long and 
tiresome, but Mme. Petit proved 


-the life of the party and by her 


charm, wit and beauty succeeded 
in captivating everyone: with 
whom she came in contact. She 
took great care to prevent the 
news that she would accompany 
the Persian mission from leak- 
ing out, so that the authorities 
would not be able to interfere 
with her going. She was well on 
her way when her ruse was dis- 
covered, and then she was or- 
dered to return to Paris. Before 
the message reached the convoy, 
however, M. Faber and his party 
had landed at their destination, 
which was the city of Erivan. 

Fate promptly played into the 
hands of the beautiful, young 
Frenchwoman, when upon their 
arrival the leader of the mission 
became ill and died. Mme. Petit 
rose to the occasion and, since 
il was her mrhoney that had made 
the voyage possible, she forth- 
with declared herself in com- 
plete charge of the mission. Her 
winning personality silenced all 
complaints from the Persian au- 
thorities, who announced to the 
French authorities that she had 
gone forward to Ispahan with 
all the rank and power of her 
position. 

Paris was not Satisfied. and 
made plans to punish her on her 
return to France. When her 
mission was over, she returned 
to France expecting to receive 
the thanks of her countrymen. 
She was arrested and numerous 
charges lodged against her. 
Since she seemed not to have 
done any harm, the charges 
were dropped.
